MONEY MARKET—JANUARY 20, 1245. 


Since our last noti¢e of the Money Market, the demand, and 
the rates of interest have remained the same. We quote paper 
out of doors at from 9 to 12 per cent.; and the banks are obliged, 
in consequence of their present condition, and their quarterly 
returns on the Ist of February, to diminish their line of discount. 
{n Wall Street particularly, the demand for money has been 
increased by the amount held in abeyance awaiting the decision 
of the Erie Railroad question, of which so much has been said in 
daily conversation and in the public prints. As this is a question 
involving a principle of importance, and as a latge amount of 
money is at stake on the decision, we have concluded, though it 
may be out of our ordinary or legitimate course of remarks, to 
give a concise statement of the case. 

The New York and Erie Railroad was chartered some fifteen 
ears since, with phd to receive subscriptions and issue stock 
or ten millions of dollars; and with the necessary provisions in 

the charter to construct a road from Piermont to Lake Erie. Of this 
amount of ten millions of dollars, $1,500,000 had been paid in, 
making 15,000 shares of stock. In addition to this $1,500,000, 
the State of New York had lent its credit to the corporation, and 
issued to the company $3,000,000 of six per cent. stock, for which 
$3,000,000 the road was mortgaged to the State. With these 
sums, Viz., $3,000,000 from the te and $1,500,000 from the 
Stockholders, the Company had proceeded to purchase lands and 
materials, and partially to construct the road. Their means falling 

. they became indebted to their contractors and laborers for 
various sums, amounting in the aggregate to about $800,000. 
For these debts the Compauy issued to the various creditors certi- 
ficates that such and such amounts were due to them ; thns liqui- 
dating the amounts. These certificates bore part of them six 
per cenit. interest, payable semi-annually ; and part of them seven 
per cent. interest, payable at the maturity of the certificates, 
which will be in January, 1849. The seven per cent. certificates 
of debt, bear on their aes the agreement of the Company to 
receive them at any time in payment of subscription to the stock 
of the Company. On the 8th of November, 1844, the Directors 
of the Company having satisfied themselves of their power to do 
80, resolved to receive the six and. seven per cent. certificates of 


debt, in subseriptions to the stock of the Company : thereby reduc- 
ng. their indebtedness, and saving to the Compan

So that for every two shares sold prior to 14th November, and 
delivered afterwards, one share was transferred at double the 
price of the sale. After the passage of the Act of 14th of May, 
aud before the 14th of November, the Company, when they 
received bonds to be changed into stock, issued the stock not 

ject to consolidation, as.it was not in any way subject to the said 
Act. Hence all stock so issued remained unreduced after the 14th 
of November, when the owners of the other shares, as a general 
thing, voluntarily gave up their serip, and received in lieu thereof 
new scrip for one half the number of shares. x 
By purchasing more of the stock than could be delivered, a 
arty had made a corner in the stock ; and one of the largest 
ouses in Wall Street was called on to deliver, on the 3d instant, 
over a thousand shares of the stock, which they could not get 
from any other source than from the purchasers. Other par- 
ties were also called on for shares, which it was known they 
could not procure, With these the purchases settled at the enor- 
mous price of 85 per cent.; but to the house of Jaco Lrrrzz & 
Co. not even was this scant courtesy extended. At great cost, 
and in the determination to fulfil their contract, Messrs. Little & 
Co. purchased the bonds of the Company, converted them into 
stock, and tendered the stock so converted to the purchasers. 
The purchasers, mnpenpases for such an event, declined takin 
the stock so issued; and their counsel, learned in the law, advise 
them that there were, or miglit be reasons, why they should not 
take that stock. For their own convenience, the officers of the 
Company keep two stock ledgers and books of transfer ; the cer- 
tificates of one they endorse “ consolidated under the Act of 14th 
May, 1845,” and the certificates of stock issued for bonds sur- 
rendered, they endorse, “ equal to consolidated under the Act of 
May 14th, 1845.”

RAILROAD STOOK, 

The subject of the “ Erie Corner’ has produced considerable exritement in 
‘Wall Street, during the last few days. It was referred to a Committee of the 
Board of Brokers, whose report embodies the faets as follows : 

‘Tt appears from the testimony before the Committee in which both parties 
agree, that on the sixth day of November last, Rawdon & Groesbeck sold Mr, 
John 8. Winthrop one hundred shares of the New York and Erie Rail Road 
stock, at 34 1-2 per cent., buyer’s option 60 days, that on or before the four- 
teenth day of November, the stock of the Company, except about 24 shares, in 
accordance with the provisions of the Act of the Legislature, passed May Ith, 
1845, was consolidated by the parties holding the stock surrendering it to the 
Company, and taking in place thereof one half of the number of shares so 
red, and on the 8th day of November, a resolution was passed by the 
rd of Brokers, in substance, that for all contracts in that stock then maturing, 
which had been made prior to the consolidation, should be settled by the 
delivering of one half of the number of shares at double the prices, unless three 
days’ notice was given that the original stock would be required. No such 
notice was given. 

On the third day of January, the contract between Messrs. R. & G. and Mr, 
Winthrop matured ; on that day Messrs. R. & G. went to the office of the com- 
pany, after giving notice to Mr. W. to meet them there, and there rendered 
Mr. W.50 shares of the E. R. R. stock, which had been created by the conver- 
sion of $5000 of the certificates of indebtedness of the Company. Mr. W. 
declined receiving it upon the ground that it was not the stock he had purchased, 
and demanded the transfer of the consolidated stock. Messrs. R. & G. notified 
Mx. W. that according to the rules of the board, he should procure an officer of 
the board to sell it between 2 1-2 and 3 o’clock, for his, Mr. W.’s account. 
Mr. W. notified Messrs. R. & G. that at the same time he should procure an 
officer of the board to purchase 50 shares of the consolidated stock for Messrs. 
R. & G.’s account; and it appears further, in testimony, that these orders were 
both given to, and both executed by Mr. Stebbins, Vice President of the Board, 
he selling the converted stock at 55, and buying the consolidated stock at 85
